The park board 
intends to popularize the swimming 
pool to such an extent that the 
number of swims will be doubled 
this year. 
Tile first step in popularizing the 
I pool is to allow free swimming on 
Tuesday and Friday mornings be­ 
tween 10:30 and 12:30. 
Rates for 
all other hours 
will remain the 
same as last year: children under 
13 years, 10c; between 14 and 19 
years, 20c; over 19 years, 25 cents. 
The second measure taken to in­ 
crease swims is the placing on sale 
of transferable swim tickets, $3.50 
, in value, for $3.00. 
Some changes have been made in 
the hours of the employees for the 
purpose of keeping operating ex­ 
penses at a minimum, which is nec­ 
essary if the pool is to give daily 
service to the general public. 
The only new equipment installed 
is a suit disinfectant. Every swim­ 
mer will be required to place his 
suit through the disinfectant before 
entering the pool. 
This step is 
made as an additional health pre­ 
caution. Many younger swimmers 
have gotten into the habit of wear­ 
ing their swim suits under their 
outside clothes all day which is not 
conducive to cleanliness.

Shop workers employed in the 
Creamery Package Company plant 
at Arlington Heights for a year 
or more will receive a week’s vaca­ 
tion with pay according to a labor 
contract signed recently between 
the company and Local No. 115 of 
the sheet metal workers Interna­ 
tional association, an affiliate of the 
A. F. of L. 
There are over 150 
employees who will be eligible for 
the vacation with pay this year. 
The new contract which covers 
the coming year was consumated 
between officials of the company 
and officers of the union. 
Morgan 
Buford, superintendent of the Ar­ 
lington Heights plant, with the 
vice-president 
represented 
the 
company in the negotiations. 
When Mr. Buford took charge 
of the Arlington Heights plant, sev­ 
eral weeks ago, he stated that it 
was his aim to make Arlington 
Heights the “milk can capital of the 
world.” He has gone quite a step 
in that direction. 
In a production 
report recently released, the larger 
j part of the milk cans produced in 
the United States were manufac­ 
tured in Arlington Heights, which 
is the milk can manufacturing unit 
of the Creamery Package Co. that 
has eighteen branches in this coun­ 
try. 
Ex ensive Improvements 
There have been a lot of improve­ 
ments made in the large plant and 
there are a lot that are on the way. 
Many thousands of dollars worth 
of 
new 
machinery 
is 
awaiting 
changes in the building. The mod­ 
ernization of the plant will reduce 
costs and enable the company to 
compete for foreign business, which 
in turn means greater employment 
for Arlington Heights workmen. 
Over 200 men are new employed 
in the plant, the business boom re 
quiring a double shift in some of 
the departments. 
Install Laboratory 
The 
Arlington 
Heights 
plant 
has the distinction of installing 
A h a t is probably the first complete 
testing laboratory in the milk can 
industry in the United States. The 
new department has proven itself 
several times over. 
Materials re­ 
ceived from the steel mills must 
now [>ass the government standards 
or be subject to rejection. As great 
a care is used in testing the com­ 
pany’s own product 
as it passes 
thru its manufacture. 
Rejections 
by the company’s inspectors have 
been reduced to a minimum. 
The 
laboratory tests enable that depart­ 
ment to give definite instructions 
as to the handling of materials thru 
its manufacturing process, which 
of itself has cut losses. 
Wm. Milligan is in charge of the 
laboratory and is doing a good 
job at it. 
Interested in the work, 
he took up chemistry in a Chicago 
night school and the 
Creamery 
Package Co. made it possible for 
him to spend some time in the lab­ 
oratories of some of the large steel 
companies. 
The employees of the plant are 
taking as much interest in the 
changes as are the bosses. 
There 
is a cooperative spirit in evidence 
and a company loyalty which moans 
a happy family at the Creamery 
Package, Arlington Heights’ larg­ 
est industrial plant.

No action has yet been Liken on 
the street signs, but it is understood 
that a cooperative plan is under 
consideration by the village and 
the property owners association 
whereby they will become a reality. 
The association [joints out that if 
the signs, similar to the ones in use 
in the older sections of the town 
are affixed to present street lamps, 
the cost of installation will not be 
heavy.

iary post, of the ninth district paraded through the streets of Ar­ 
lington Heights and w'ere cheered to the echo by thousands massed 
along the line of march and by still more thousands banked around 
recreation park. 
It was a wonderful display of American youth, American pep, and 
American enthusiasm. 
The thousands of youngsters in the parade were a clear cut 
example of the citizens of tomorrow'. 
There were many units of sons of veterans, and still more units 
of youth organizations sponsored by the various Legion posts of the 
ninth district. 
Sprinkled among the youthful marchers w'ere some of the crack 
bands, drill teams, and marching units of the Legion posts them­ 
selves and the color guards of the Legion and Auxiliary' posts.

Bowles Company 
Moves Entire 
Plant Here 


Sales Office and 
Factory Consolidated 
At Arlington 


Arlington Heights, which is be­ 
coming widely known as a deluxe 
residential suburb, is also going 
places in the industrial field. 
E. W. A. Rowles Co., which has 
owned its own factory here for 
many years, decided last winter to 
consolidate executive and sales of­ 
fices and all manufacturing opera­ 
tions at Arlington Heights. The 
change was completed two w'eeks 
ago and the business of the firm is 
now' handled from the newr office. 
Thetoriginal factory building was 
erected in 1926 for the manufacture 
of school blackboards. Until now 
window' shades, erasers and other 
school supplies were manufactured 
or stored in Chicago. 
E. VV. A. Rowles Co., was organ­ 
ized in 1896 and has been recog­ 
nized as one of the leading school 
supply firms nearly half a century. 
Mr. Rowles died in 1934. 
The large space needed for manu­ 
facture of blackboards 
first in­ 
duced Mr. Rowles to seek a location 
in a suburb. He wras never sorry 
he chose Arlington Heights, where 
he purchased 20 lots between Hick­ 
ory and Douglas sts. in 1921. 
Following the erection of the first 
factory budding, an additional 20 
lots were purchased and a railroad 
sidetrack installed. In 1930 a sec­ 
ond factory was erected. 
Alfred 
Jasper has had charge of the fac­ 
tory since its establishment. 
The company has brought out to 
Arlington Heights 18 employees, a 
number of whom have already 
found homes here. Mr. Miller for 
the present will continue his resi­ 
dence in Highland Park. 
“The business interests of Ar­ 
lington Heights,” states Mr. Mil­ 
ler, “have given us a warm wel­ 
come and we know that we are go­ 
ing to enjoy our association with 
Arlington Heights peoples to whom 
we are not altogether strangers.”

Some 12,000 people from all over 
the northwest part of Cook county 
lined the streets as Youth marched 
in a seemingly never ending line 
from the Arlington Heights high 
school down Euclid ave., past the 
judging area on State rd. on and 
on to Recreation Park where the 
parade both disbanded and reas­ 
sembled for tho Parade of Cham­ 
pions which followed the judges’ 
announcement of winners.

There were 83 different 
organizations in the line of march 
—approximately 4,000 youngsters 
and it took just twro hours to pass 
a given point on the line of march. 
The parade was organized into 
six areas, which included the vari­

by the 29 
posts and 23 units of auxiliary. 
Each [Kist and auxiliary unit, rep­ 
resented by its commander and 
auxiliary president, led the Youth 
groups under their sponsorship. As 
the parade passed the judging area 
the area chairman dropped out of 
the parade and announced in code 
the identity of the groups to the 
judges. The judging was immedi­ 
ately tabulated so the results would 
be ready as soon as the parade was 
over.

Engineers Urge 
Additional Water 
Supply As Protection 


Art Consoer, Arlington Heights 
village engineer, in no uncertain 
terms Monday evening, urged the 
drilling of an additional well as a 
protection against possible water 
famine or a large conflagration. He 
pointed out that if Park Ridge had 
not had a two million gallon reser­ 
voir, the business district south of 
the railroad might have been des­ 
troyed in the recent fire, when the 
water level in the reservoir drop­ 
ped from 20 feet to four feet. 
The attention of the board was 
directed to the danger of a water 
famine a few weeks ago when the 
northside pump went out of com­ 
mission. Repairs were easily made 
in this case, but the accident is 
considered by the board as a warn­ 
ing to what might happen if for 
some reason the village is de­ 
prived of the usual water supply 
furnished by that well. 
\\ hile the general fund finances 
of the village are not in the best of 
shape, the water department has 
a comfortable balance of 
several 
thousand dollars occasioned by the 
earnings of that department. Those 
earnings are sufficient to guarantee 
the payment of bonds and interest, 
which is all that bond houses re­ 
quire when purchasing 
the so­ 
called revenue bonds. 
The northside well and the pres­ 
ent large reservoir were built under 
such a plan. The bonds and in­ 
terest coupons on the issue are be­ 
ing repaid at the rate of $600 a 
quarter. The receipts of a single 
quarter are §5,000. 
Mr. Consoer 
suggested that less than $20,000 
w’ould be needed for the new w’ell if 
it is only sunk to St. Peter lime­ 
stone, found at the 900 feet level, 
where a water supply between 300 
to 500 gallons is obtainable. 
While talking on the subject of 
wells, Mr. Consoer drew the at­ 
tention of the board to the import­ 
ance of making future plans for a 
million gallon underground stor­ 
age tank. “Such a tank can not be 
in the picture of Arlington Heights, 
today,” stated Mr. Consoer, “but 
the time is coming when it will be 
a necessity as well as a water soft­ 
ener system.” 
The village board took the first 
step towards the new’ w'eil by di­ 
recting Attorney Thai to prepare 
the required ordinance for a $20,- 
000 bona refunding ordinance for 
presentation at the meeting Mon­ 
day night.

What The War Means To Us 
Every citizen of Arlington Heights and eveiy citizen of 
the rest of America is deeply concerned with events in 
Europe today. 
Whatever the outcome of the bloody war 
being fought there, this country will be affected. 
On one side in the great conflict stand the British Em­ 
pire and the French Republic. On the other, Hitler’s Third 
Reich, and Mussolini’s Italy, backed up by their non-active 
ally, the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics (Russia). 
All 
others who are in the war have been drawn in as incidental 
victims. 
How does this war concern America? 
Tile slaughter 
and devastation have shocked and horrified all of us. This 
mass murder is so great that neither side dares publish cas­ 
ualty lists. 
We can do nothing about it, save contribute, 
to our utmost ability, for relief of the homeless. 
The sympathies of Americans have traditionally been 
for the underdog and 
for the victims of injustice or of 
wanton attack. Consequently some Americans think of Ger­ 
many’s sufferings after her defeat in the World War, while 
others think of innocent small nations overrun by Nazi 
might. 
Our sympathies, no m atter how they are directed, 
can only divide us. 
The great concern of Americans is our national defense. 
On the necessity for defending our country all patriotic Am­ 
ericans are united. In time of great conflicts we must give 
thought to our own safety. 
After the World War America put its faith in treaties 
and the promises of other nations and allowed its defenses 
to become weaker. In the last ten years those promises have 
proved to be totally worthless. America must now rely on 
something stronger, that is, on its own army, navy, and air­ 
force. 
If occasion arises Americans must again be ready to 
tand between their homes and wild war’s desolation.” 
In planning the defense of America in this time of con­ 
flict we can no longer depend on the alignment of powers 
which has made us safe for twenty years. We must now ask 
ourselves these questions: 
Is our part of the world likely to be attacked, either 
now’ or after the present war is ended? 
If so, from what direction will the attack come and how 
strong must we be to meet it? 
Will any nation, for any reason whatever, help us? 
None of us, as Americans first and last, can afford to 
allow our sympathies in the present conflict to divide us on 
the question of our own interests. 
We must support gov­ 
ernment policies, both foreign and domestic, which make 
for the greatest possible security for our nation and for our 
way of life. To do otherwise would be both unwise and un- 
American.

How To Put Out A Fire

When a fire is small it can be 
put out easily. 
You can stamp it 
out with your foot, smother it with 
a rug or douse it with water. One 
of the commonest kinds of fire in 
tho home is food or grease burning 
on the stove. 
It can hest be put 
out by placing a metal cover on 
the pan or vessel containing the 
burning food. Never try to put out 
such a fire with water as that will 
cause violent 
spattering of the 
grease ami spread the fire. Prompt 
smothering of the fire may bo more 
effective than the work of the en­ 
tire fire department five minutes 
later.

fields with 25 tx* SO per cent cif tho 
topsoil washed away yielded 41.9 
bushels an acre; fields with 50 tx* 
75 percent of the topsoil gone pro­ 
duced 34.8 bushels, and land with 
more than 75 per cent of the top­ 
soil washed away yielded only 23.3 
bushels. 
Harley yields were tested on four 
farms. Fields with less than 25 per 
cent of the topsoil gone produced 
40.7 bushels an acre; land with 25 
to 50 per cent of the topsoil washed 
away yielded 27.0 bushels; fields 
w ith 50 to 75 per cent of the top­ 
soil gone produced 22.0 bushels, 
and fields with more than 75 per 
cent of the topsoil gone yielded 
only 10.6 bushels an akre. 
There is an evident relationship 
between topsoil losses and crop 
hisses. Sheet erosion removes the 
top, or most productive, layer of 
soil. With each inch of soil that is 
taken off the top. there is left a soil 
that is not only less productive, but 
that is more subject to erosion, of­ 
ficials said. 
To cope with this problem in Il­ 
linois all agencies and sendees of 
the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture and the extension service of 
<the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture are coordinating 
their efforts to help farmers in ev­ 
ery county of the state improve and 
conserve their soils, 
as well as 
their other resources. 


A “Blitzkrieg” in Illinois land 
prices during the past year shoved 
them up three times rn fast as land 
prices for the nation as a whole, 
it is reported by Dr. Charles L. 
Stewart, chief in land economics at 
the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 
This is revealed iii recently pub­ 
lished federal-state department of 
agriculture figures and may be al­ 
tered in some degree 
by newer 
census information within a few’ 
months, he pointed out. The fig­ 
ures are for the year ended March 
I, 1940. 
During the past seven years Illi­ 
nois land prices 
have 
advanced 
about two and a half times as fast 
as those for the nation at large, he 
said. 
“While farm land prices in the 
year just ended increased from 84 
to 85 per cent of the 1912-14 level, j 
or slightly more than I per cent, in 
the country as a whole, they ad­ 
vanced from 72 to 75 per cent, or 
more than 4 ]>er cent, 
in Illinois. 
Even with this advance the Illinois 
figures now stand at only 75 per 
cent of their 1912-14 average as 
compared with 85 per cent for the 
entire country.” 
Illinois was one of 25 states to 
register an advance in land prices 
from 1939 to 1940, Dr. 
Stewart 
said. Kentucky outstripped Illinois 
with a rate of advance of nearly 0 
per cent, or 1*4 times that in Illi­ 
nois. Two other states showed no 
apparent change, leaving six with 
decreases. These were North Da­ 
kota, 
South 
Dakota, 
Nebraska, 
Kansas, Wisconsin and Michigan. 
In five of these states declines had 
persisted for two 
years and in 
three. North Dakota, South Dako­ 
ta and Nebraska, for four years. 
“When changes 
of the seven 
years, 1933-1940, are considered, 
Illinois, with nearly a 39 per cent 
increase has stood seventh among 
the 43 states in which 
increases 
wore registered. Surpassing Illinois 
in the percentage of increase are 
North Carolina, 61; South Caro­ 
lina, 56; Mississippi, 45; Georgia, 
44; Kentucky, 41; and Indiana, 40. 
In the country as a whole, the in­ 
crease was 16 per cent. 
Total value of farm land and 
buildings in Illinois is now esti­ 
mated at $2,710,000,000, subject to 


war. 
In 1933, when land values were 
at their lowest, it is estimated that 
Illinois land was worth $1,955,000,- 
000, and that the land of the coun­ 
try’ as a w hole was worth $30,400,-

her strength. 
Since standing straight takes less 
energy than bending, any equip­ 
ment which enables the homemaker 
to maintain an erect posture will 
forestall fatigue.

Dictatorships 
Common In Many 
American Homes 


Since many homes are small dic­ 
tatorship in themselves, can one 
expect young people who grow up 
there to grasp the real meaning of 
democracy?, asks MDs Alva Anne 
Owen, extension specialist in child 
development and parent education, 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture.

The country is full of dads and 
mothers who are for 
democracy, 
but not at home, largely because

W. E. McCauley, entomologist of 
the Illinois State Natural History 
Survey, cooperating with the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois Collage of Agri­ 
culture. 
Illinois weather often changes 
abruptly from cool to very hot, 
and there is the danger that home­ 
makers may put heavier garments 
away without making sure the stor­ 
age places arc clean or that the 
garments are in the best condition 
when stored. 
McCauley advises 
thorough cleaning of the storage 
space, whether trunk, drawer or 
closet, including scrubbing with 
strong soaps,uds if possible. 
Lint 
and similar materials left in cracks 
or opening of the container serve 
as food for clothes moths lying in 
wait for better feeding grounds. 
Chemicals may be used in two 


clothes moths. Chemicals, such as 
naphthalene and paradiehloro-ben- 
zene, may be placed in the storage 
container with the materials to be 
protected or fabrics may be im­ 
pregnated with other chemicals to 
prevent attack, as in mothproof­ 
ing. 
“Naphthalene 
or 
paradichloro- 
benzene in generous quantities will 
protect stored articles from moth 
invasion. Naphthalene may be pur­ 
chased from many department and 
10-cent stores for 15 to 25 cents 
a pound while BDH usually can be 
purchased 
from 
orchard 
supply 
companies at 25 to 35 cents a 
pound. This chemical is commonly 
sold as “Dichlorocide,” 
“To he effective, either chemical 
needs to be used in enough quan­ 
tity to kill the moths, which means 
at the rate of I pound of chemical 
to each 15 to 20 cubic feet of 
space. 
At this rate only one ap­ 
plication a year is necessary if the 
articles are stored in tight chests 
or trunks, 
For closets which are 
frequently opened, two applications 
distinctly different ways to control a year may be needed.”

Mrs. Bossy Cow brought con­ 
tentment to thousands of worriec 
Illinois farmers during May by 
boosting butterfat production at an 
unheard-of rate, according to Dr 
Frank Gougler, director of product 
marketing with the Illinois Agricul­ 
tural Association. 
‘The rapid increase was due to 
improvement of 
pastures,” Dr 
Gougler said. “Held back by a late 
dry spring, grasses grew quickly 
following ample rainfall through­ 
out the state during 
the latter 
part of May.” 
“During 
the 
period. 
October 
through March, butterfat produc­ 
tion in Illinois averaged seven per 
cent less than that of the same 
period a year ago. This corresponds 
to decreases of 7.2 per cent in the 
north east centra! states and 6.3 
per cent for the United States.” 
Most cooperative creameries in 
Illinois report that larger butter 
output in May offsets declines in 
volume suffered during 
fall and 
winter months. 
With favorable 
butterfat production during the re­ 
mainder of the year, the nine co­ 
operative plants, members of the 
Illinois 
Producers’ 
Creameries 
chain, are expected to churn more 
than 7,000,000 pounds of butter in 
1940. 
“Despite heavy production, prices 
are expected to remain steady be­ 
cause of a shortage in cold storage 
holdings,” Dr. Gougler said. “On 
April I. there were hut 8,856,000 
pounds in storage as compared to 
the five-year average of 22,249,000 
pounds. Most of this deficiency will 
he made up in the next few months 
provided production conditions re­ 
main favorable.”

County Government Efficiency.— 
Two years ago research workers 
at the Texas Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station 
reported that “a 
(Texas) county having the state 
average cost of $1.77 per capita 
would have an assessed valuation 
of $12,OOO,0(U) and a population of 
20,000 or more. 
Such a county 
would be much more 
capable of 
providing adequate services at a 
reasonable cost than are many of 
the small counties. A county should 
have at least 20,GIX) population in 
order to approach a reasonable cost 
for necessary services.” 
These workers felt that in most 
counties smaller than this consoli­ 
dation should be seriously consid­ 
ered. They also showed that the 
benefits from consolidation increase 
materially as the size of the county 
diminishes. 
They estimated thai 
consolidation 
of 
small 
counties 
would save $2.91 per capita in gov­ 
ernment costs and about 63 per cent 
of the costs directly affected—sal­ 
aries, physical equipment and jail. 
Iii Illinois there are 44 counties 
with a population of less than 20,- 
000. In 25 counties the total value 
of all land, buildings, 
machinery 
and implements was less than $12,- 
000,000 in 1930. 
In view of these findings from 
other states, people in Illinois may 
in the future ask: “What are the 
possibilities of reorganizing and 
consolidating Illinois 
counties to 
cut down expense and increase the 
efficiency of local 
government?*’ 
Facts are needed 
before a wise 
answer can be given; and many of 
the facts can be obtained only 
through a well-directed and im- 
. partial study. 
Iii 1879 Illinois legislators recog­ 
nized that the merging of counties 
might some day become an import­ 
ant issue and passed 
a law on 
county consolidation. Briefly, this 
law allows 200 legal voters to pe­ 
tition the county boards of their 
own and any adjoining county for 
leave to have the petitioners* coun­ 
ty annexed. The issue is submitted 
ti) the voters of both counties and 
if a majority approve, the annexa­ 
tion will be completed according to 
a procedure set out in the law. 
Laws of this type have been criti­ 
cized for not providing a more com­ 
prehensive method of reorganiza­ 
tion, including the right to change 
county boundaries. 
Anyone interested in these sta­ 
tutory provisions may refer to the 
Illinois Revised Statutes, Chapter 
34, sections 68-88.
